WHEREAS, Sec. 20-3 of the Code of Laws of the 
City of Fort Wayne requires that a Salary Ordinance for 
all non-union employees of all public utilities owned and 
operated by the City of Fort Wayne be submitted to the 
Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne annually; and 
WHEREAS, Indiana Code Section 36-4-7-3 was 
amended in 1991 to provide that salaries for all 
appointed officers, deputies and other emplovees of the 
Citv excluding members of the Police and Fire Departments 
must be fixed before September 30th of each vear for the 
ensuing budget year in a second class city; and 
WHEREAS, Fort Wayne is a second class city. 
NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 
SECTION 1. Sec. 20-3, paragraph (b) of the 
Code of Laws of the Citv of Fort Wavne shall be amended 
as follows: 
Said salarv ordinance shall be on a calendar 
year basis and shall be submitted annually to 
Common Council simultaneously with the 
ordinance setting salaries of all civil city 
officers and employees, excluding members of 
the Fire and Police Departments. The Common 
Council shall act promptly on the public 
utilities salary ordinance. In the event the 
Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, does not act on said Salary Ordinance 
so submitted on or before the 30th day of 
September of each year, then the existing 
salary shall be deemed continued by the Common 
Council for the ensuing budget year. 
SECTION 2. That this ordinance shall be in
